THE RIVER IS RISING RAPIDLY. 


MAYOR ZIEGENHEIN EXERTING 
HIS INFLUENCE. 


Postoffice Employes Will Visit the 
Cruiser Sunday Afternoon—Offi- 
cers at the Races and Coun- 
try Club Saturday. 


The Nashville will not sail before Mon- 
day, and probably not within 10 deys or 
two weeks. The time of her going reste en- 
tirely with Capt. Maynard, who may turn 
around and start for the ocean whenever 
he chooses. . 

It is presumed the Captain desires—or 
is willing, at least—to remain here as long 
as may be necessary to accomplish the 
object of the cruise, which involves, 


among other things, getting safely back 
to blue water. 

The Captain of a warship is a very ex- 
clusive individual. He is difficult to ap- 
proach, and he does not ‘“‘thaw out’ or 
“warm up” to a proposition like your ward- 
room officer. 

Now, on the ‘Nashville the wardroom of- 
ficers, to a man, are exceedingly anxious 
to rerrain here two weeks or more. Of 
course, theirs is merely individual wishes, 
which have nothing to do with directing 
whak shall be done with the ship. Nor 
are these excellent sentiments to be ex- 
pressed to the Captain by these officers, 
for officially it is none of their business 
where the ship: goes or where she stays. 
All of the sailors want to remain. So the 
sum of ithe situation is that everybody 
aboard the ship, except the Captain, is en- 
thusiastically anxious to remain here two 
weeks and the Captain has not expressed 
an opinion. There are some 650,000 per- 
sons in St. Louis who want the ship to 
remain here for a lengthy stay. Loks of 
eople present the Mayor’s joke about 
eeping the Nashville for an excursion 
boat in a serious view. Others think she 
could be floated from here at any stagé 
of water by turning the breweries loose. 
After all itis the stage of water that will 

determine how long the ship shall remain 
in the St. Louls harbor. Capt. Maynard 
may be influenced by the wishes of the of- 
ficers and crew and the people of St. Louis 
if these wishes are properly communicated 
to him. The reason why the ship should 
remain here is good, and it is very simple. 
Everybody in St. Loulg and a few hundreds 
of thousands in other towns about want to 
go aboard the Nashville and inspect her. It 
is no fun to stand on the beach and look 
at a warship.

AT HONG KONG.

MANILA, May 13.—Admiral Dewey will 
sail for New York by way of the Suez Ca- 
nal on board the United States cruieger 
Olympia in about 10 days. The voyage may 
occupy about four months, because the 
Olympla must go in dry dock at Hong 
Kong. Extensive repairs are deemed neces- 
sary before the long trip westward is at- 
tempted.

LONDON, May 13.—Mr. Carnegie says he 
has been misyuoted in saying that he con- 
siders it disgraceful for a man to die rich, 
but that he intends to spend the remainder 
of his life in carrying cut his own gospel 
of wealth.

Rapid Decline in the Indus- 
trial Stocks. 


EXCITEMENT ON ‘CHANGE. 


DEATH OF GOV. FLOWER PUNC- 
TURED A BOOM, 


St. Louis, Alone of All the Cities, Had 
Been a Persistent Bear, and Is 
Now Reaping Its Usual 
Harvest. 


The boom in industrial stocks was punc- 
tured Saturday morning and there were 
long falls In all of them, 

The primary cause in the general drop 
was the unexpected death of ex-Gov. Ros- 
well P. Flower at Eastport, L. L, Friday 
night. He was the chief promoter of many, 
and largely interested in all, of the indus- 
trials on the market. The fall represented 
the confidence speculators had in his man- 
agement. 

Those stocks in which ex-Gov. Flower 


was the whole power and moving epirit 
were most seriously affected by the fall, 

St. Louis speculators emerged from the 
wreck wih over $1,000,000 to their credit. 
They have persistently. taken the bearish 
end of the industrial market and have sold 
when there was no prospect for a collapse 
in the market. They have proceeded upon 
the theory that all trust and combination 
stooks have been thrown into the market 
on inflated values and that a break was 
sure to come. 

When the break came Saturday morning, 
whey put themselves on solid ground by 
buying the stocks, which they have sold 
at a large profit margin to themselves. 

Industriais have never been in great 
favor on the St. Louis market and all local 
speculators have cleared up handsome 
profits from bearish operations. 

The demonstration on the operating floor 
of the Merchants’ Exchange when the drop 
came Saturday morning was of the most 
exciting character. Industrials opened with 
big drops and continued to fall rapidly for 
the next 30 minutes. The grain pit was 
abandoned and everybody crowded about 
the industrial board and the shouts of 
operators were deafening. 

In the excitement, all other stocks were 
forgotten and the grain market was thrown 
into the background. Not a grain deal was 
made for fully an hour. 

The “industrials” showed some signs of 
recovery after the first effects of the an- 
nouncement of Flowers’ death had worn 
away and, while they fluctuated consider- 
ably, made no further serious drops. 

The bucket shops were crowded with 
smal] speculators during the collapse and 
their operators were conducting a rushing 
business. Bucket shop men are wise in 
their work and they have a ruling on “in- 
dustrials’’ that saves them from being 
smashed in a general collapse. They only 
permit their patrons to take down profits 
equal to the margin deposited and refuse to 
pay unlimited profits, although the patrons 
would be entitled to much larger returns on 
ee re Ans transactions. 

The fall in induetrial stocks show their 
character. They depend for their value upon 
the executive ability of the men operating 
them and~-the death of one of their chief 
proenoters produces a panic in them. 

Flower was in control of the Manhattan 
Street Railway stock. His death caused it 
to fall from 111% Friday to 106 Saturday 
morning. He had a great plan outlined 
for its advancement on the market. He 
intended to consolidate it with the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Co. Both stocks increased 
enormously for this cauee. His death may 
balk the consolidation and Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit fell from 118% Friday to 100 Satur- 
day morning. 

Similar causes increased values in other 
stocks, but, when Flower. who, speculators 
believed, cou!d carry out the plans suc- 
cesefully, died, confidegce fell away and 
their opinions were mirrowed in\the market 
returns. 

The heaviest breaks occurred in the fol- 
loging stocks, the closing price of Friday 
being given aga‘nst the opening price of 
Saturday morning.

RBPADING, Pa., May 15.—Daylight to-day 
revealed last night’s accident on the Phila- 
delphia & Reading Railroad at Exeter as 
one of the most disastrous in the history of 
the company. The nunmrber of dead is at 
least twenty-eight. 

Fast eapress train No. 12, which ordinar- 
ily runs through from Reading to Pctts- 
town without stop, was beld up at Exeter 
by a coal train which was using the cross- 
over switch there. 

While standing there, awaiting orders, a 
spectal through train, running from Harris- 
burg to Philadelphia on acccunt of Hart- 
ranft day, and laden with excursionists, 
came aloug and crashed into the rear cars 
of No. 12, wrecking two day coaches and 
a Pullman, and crushing the lives out of 
many of their occupants. The special was 
running as second section of No. 12, allow- 
ing the latter about a ninute’s headway, 
and the engineer, it is presumed, did not 
see the red light which was displayed at 
Exeter Stction, while giving orders to 
No. 12. 

At any rate, the great engine came along 
under full head of steam and with the ter- 
rific momertum which the weight of a 
heavily-laden train behind it would natu- 
rally impart, crashed into the rear of the 
waiting train. The rear day coach, the 
Pullman ahead and the day coach forward 
of the Pullman, were reduced to splinters.

tickets before going on the ferry landing. 
They charged 2% cents for the tickets. 

There was no ticket office in sight and

Many murmured and some refused to sub- 
mit to the extortion, but the majority paid

When they got’onm the ferry landing they 
found an office, not visible from the wharf, 
where tickets were sold at 20 cents. 

The agents got their supplies of tickets 
from this office of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
The crowds were handled better Saturda 
than on any preceding day.

EFUL WORK OF THE LOBBY. 


WENT THROUGH THE SENATE 
AS IF GREASED. 


St. Louis Republican Senators Do the 
Work of a Foreign Syndicate, 
Despite Iniquitous Provi- 
sions of the Measure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFPRSON CITY, Mo., May 13.—Judge 
Henry 8. Priest, attorney for the Brown 
syndicate which is seeking to consolidate 
all the street railroads of St. Louis, will 
now direct his attention toward passing the 
bill to permit such consolidation through 
the House. His success in getting it 
through the Senate has probably encour- 
aged him to: feel certain of success in the 
House. 

House members declare that the bill will 
never pass that body, but they said the 
game thing about an adjournment resolu- 
tion and were unable to stem the tide of 
lobby influence when Col. Phelps decided 
that the Legislature must adjourn, and a 
cautious man hesitates before he predicts 
what the House will do on any question. 

However, few members of the House 
know what the bill in question really 
means. For their information its main fea- 
tures are printed here. 

One provision of the bill permits the 


issuance of bonds to any amount as the 
consolidated roads may deem best. 

Another provides for an unlimited con- 
golidation of roads. This is allowed in 
the following section: 

Seventh, to purchase, lease or acquire by oth- 
er lawful contract, which shall include the right 
to purchase the capital gtock apd bonds of

THE ASYLUM INVESTIGATION. 


Two Thousand Copies of the Testimony 
and Report to Be Printed. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 13.—Trib- 
ble of Dunklin this morning offered the fol- 
lowing resolution in the House:

REMAINS OF EX-GOV. FLOWER 
TAKEN TO NEW YORK. 


DIED OF ACUTE INDIGESTION. 


End of the Speculative Leader of Wall 
Street Came Without Warning 
at Eastport, L. I. 


NPW YORK, May 13.—The body of Ros- 
well P. Flower was brought to this city 
from Eastport, L. I.,-early this morning on 
@ special train. It was accompanied by 
Mrs. Flower, her daughter, Mrs. Taylor; 
the former Governor’s nephew, Frederick 
S. Flower, and Drs. Thomas H. and P. 8. 
Allen, the family physicians. 

Mr. Flower died suddenly at 11:10 last 
night. 

Acute indigestion was said to be the 
cause, although the symptoms were at first 
regarded as those of apoplexy. 
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ROSWELL P. FLOWER. 


He had been at Eastport for several days 
with a party of friends. When he went to 
‘bed on last Thursday night he appeared to 
be as well as he ever was in his life. Yes- 
terday he complained of stomach pains, and 
a local physician was sent for. The patient 
did not appear to respond to the treatment, 
and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon a dis- 
patch was sent to New York for the family 
physician. So urgent was the call that a 
special train was chartered. By the time 
the New York doctor got to the club- 
house Gov. Flower seemed easier, and 
toward eyening the physicians thought he 
was out of danger. 

Mr. Flower’s seizure was fatal from the 
beginning, notwithstanding the hopeful at- 
titude of those who were with him. His 
rally in the afternoon was simply the sud- 
den flicker of the candle before its extin- 
guishment. He grew gradually weaker from 
$ o’clock, and at 11 he becume unconscious, 
and remained in that condition until his 
death, ten minutes later. The intimation 
that death had heen caused by apoplexy 
was denied. 

Drs. Timothy and Paul Allen were the 
ohysicians who went on the special train. 

firs. Flower and Frederick S. and Nathan 
M. Elower, nephews of the former Gov- 
ernor, were on the same train. They were 
at the bedside when the end came. Mrs. 
Flower is prostrated. Frederick Flower took 
charge of the details, and late to-night it 
was stated that the body would be sent io 
New York in the morning.

year to take charge of the estate of Henry 
Keep, whose widow was Mrs. Fiower’s 
sister, Mr. Keep owned a_great many rail- 
road and other getocks, and during the 
months before his death he spent much 
time instructing Mr. Flower about them. 
Mr.. Flower formed, in 1870, the firm of 
Benedict, Flower & Co., in which he joined 
E, «. Benedict and H,. H. Truman. This 
firm was dissolved in 1872, when Mr. Flower 
was ill for several months. Not long after- 
ward he organized the banking firm of 
Flower & Co., which has since been a 
power in Wall street. Mr. Flower always 
‘was a Democrat. In the early 70s he heiped 
Samuel J. Tilden to develop the famous 
organization which exposed Tweed and en-. 
joyed many other triumphs. . 

He was elected Governor in 1891. 

His holdings in Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
which cost him two years ago a little more 
than $500,000, are worth at to-day’s market ; 
price, more than $3,000,000. . 

Mr. Flower was one of the founders of 
the Federal Steel trust, whose stock af- 
ready issued is $99,037,800. Good authorities 
estimate that Mr. Flower’s profits in the 
last 18 months in Wall street have exceeded 
$10,000,000. 

Mr. Flower married Sarah Woodruff, a 
daughter of Morris M. Woodruff of Water- 
town, in 1859. Three children were born. 

The funeral will probably take place next 
Monday in this city. 

Anson R. Flower, head of the firm of 
Flower & Co., said to-day: 

“Gov. Flower hag no stocks on hand other 
than those which he held for investment. 
These stocks were paid for and will not be 
placed on the market. They represented 
properties which Gov. Flower believed in 
and properties which we believe in and will 
hold for investment, as Gov. Flower in- 
tended to hold for investment. 

‘There i6 no reason for any uneasiness 
respecting any of the properties we are 
interested in. Gov. Flower’s death should 
have no effect so far as his or Flower & 
Co.’s holdings are concerned. Our properties 
are all doing well.” 

The interment will be at Watertown, _N. 
Y.. at the Flower family plot. Mrs. Flower 
has been able to see no.one this morning, 
being under the care of physicians. She 
is prostrated by her husband’s death. There 
was a constant stream of visitors at the 
house all the morning.

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esterday’s vote on the street. railway consolidation bill in 
the State Senate proved conclusively that the Senate is com- 
pletely in control of the corporation lobby. 

The gang of franchise grabbers and speculators and com- 
bine promoters who bought the St. Louls Municipal Assembly 
have tought the Senate of the State of Missouri. 

All the plans for a monster monopoly of St. Louis street 
railways have been made. An increase of stocks and bonds 
sufficient to make the deal and absorb all the monopoly profits 
has been voted. The only thing necessary to complete the 
spoliation of the city was the purchase of the State Legis- 
lature. The Senate has been bought in and the lobby will 
now turn its attention to the House. 

Will the House of Representatives succumb to boodle? 

There can be no misunderstanding on the part of legislators 
or the people of the State, as to the character of this infamopis 
measure. . It legalizes the monopolization of the street rall- 
ways in every city of the State of Missouri. The two princi- 
pal objects gained by the street railway combine promoters 
in this bill are: 

1—The unlimited consolidation of street railway prop- 
erties. 

2—The unlimited issue of stocks and bonds. 

The bill is a trust-enabling, monopoly-making act. It turns 
the cilies of the State over to a combine syndicate with full 
power to absorb all the street car franchise values, to tax the 
people of the cities to the limit of street car monopoly priv- 
ileges, and to run municipal elections and governments in the 
interest of monopoly. 

If the Legislature fails to provide for franchise taxation the 
vast monopoly values of the syndicate will be untaxed. 

The bill is against public policy, against the experience and 
best statesmanship of the times, contrary to the Democratic 
platform and pledges, in direct opposition to the anti-trust 
fight of the Democracy and the anti-trust legislation of the 
Missouri Legislature. 

In the face of this deliberate, specific authorization of the 
concentration and stock-watering of street railway proper- 
ties in the State, the anti-trust laws and anti-trust work of 
the State authorities are an absurdity. 

Once more we ask: Will lobby influence and cembine boodle 
induce the House of Representatives to help consummate this 
combine outrage? 
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A commission merchant, on ’Change yesterday, asked $12 
per dozen for eggs with no guarantee of freshness. They 
were ostrich eggs. It is true the price is a stiff one, but citi- 
zens degirous of expressing their opinion of Mr. Kennett’s 
Nashviile Committee must remember how satisfactory an 
ostrich egg is in size. 
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If Chicago has more than 2,000,000 people, the danger of 
permitting the filth of so large a population to be poured into 
the rivers of Illinois and Missouri is very clear. No amount 
of “science” will convince those endangered that the polluted 
waters can be fully purified in the southward flow. 

If the Peace Conference cements a “tacit alliance” between 
Great Britain and the United States, why should there not be 
such an alliance of all the powers against military excess? 
Expansion .of territory is not necessary to any of the coun- 
tries.that will be represented in-the conference. 
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If Secretary Alger deserves punishment why does he es- 
cape? If Gen. Miles deserves it, why is it not administered to 
him? The people who have been reading about embalmed 
beef respectfully ask the Administration to answer these 
questions.

Terrible Torture to Which the Angio- 
American Forces Were Subjected 
to After That Ambuscade.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga. May 13.—In a letter re- 
ceived by his. sister, Mrs. W. H. Alexander, 
of this city, Chief Justice Chambers of 
Samoa writes: 

“The killing of our officers and sailors @ 
mean English as well as American) from 
ambush by the rebels was bad enough, 
but the mutilation of their bodies was her- 
rible beyond expression. 

“I knew each of the officers, and they 


were splendid fellows. Lanadale, the First 
Lieutenant of the Philadelphia, was such 
a handsome, jolly whole-souled fellow. He 
had been married only a few months before 
coming here and his young wife, whom he 
left behind in California, is now in Hono- 
hulu, having come there to spend a t 
of their honeymoon when the ship returned 
to’ that port. 

“He was shot in the leg, and was being 
taken from the field by Lieutenant Monag- 
han of the Philadelphia and a sailor, when 
the sailor was shot and killed. Monaghan 
then struggled away with his burden, suc- 
ceeding at last in getting him secure be- 
neath 6ome banana bushes. 

“Brave Lansdale was heard imploring 
Monaghan to leave him to his fate and save 
his own life, but the heroic young fellow 
stood by his friend to the last. hatever 
took place after that none but the savages 
can tell. 

“When it was discovered that Monaghan 
and Lansdale were both missing, the main 
body having returned some distance to- 
ward the beach, a searching party was sent 
back. After a while they saw Mataafa’s 
men running away, but nothing of our 
brave sailor men. 

ly in the morning a large pariy went 
out and the first discovery was poor Mon- 
aghan’s headless body, Going’ on about 180 
yorge they found Lansdall’s body, whose 
ead had also been takua. Between these, 
at distances of 30 or 40 yards apart,were the 
bodies of three dead Samoans, showing be- 
yond doubt that he (Momashan) had de- 
fended Lansdale to the end, and being driv- 
en back, he bravely fought as he retired, 
killing at least three of his pursuers. 

“The English Lieutenant, Freeman, also 
had his head cut off. In the of the sail- 
ors the heads were not takeh, bul their 
ears were, showing that the (savages dis- 
criminated between the officars and pri- 
vates. 

“Ten years ago last December a fight oc- 
curred within a few hundred yards of this 
same place between Mataafa’s forces and 
German sailors, in which 3% Germans were 

ed, many of whom had their heads 
taken. 

“It is a significant thing that only twice 
in Samoan history have heads of foreign- 
ers been taken. and both timés the horri- 
ble deeds have been committed by Ma- 
taafa’s people. In fact, no whites have ever 
been kilied except by the followers of Ma- 
taafa. 

“For the first act of inhumanity he was, 
on Germany’s demand, exempted from elli- 
gibility to the Kingship. They seem, how- 
ever to ‘have forgiven him, for some strange 


‘reasons, and Germans ‘here have been call- 


ing him by such names as the ‘Hoa 
Headed Old Hero.’ I do not think he will 
receive a pardon from the English and 
American Governments. 

“The theads of our brave officers were 
recovered the day after the battle and 
placed with the bodies in the grave where 
sleep the mutilated remains of seven Brit- 
ish and American heroes in sad and melan- 
choly alliance.’’
